GS.R. 187,— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rales regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Duplicator Operator in the office 
of the Inspector General, Central Industrial Security Force, 
namely : — 

1. (11 Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules 
may be called the Central Industrial Security Force (Dupli- 
cator Operator) Recruitment Rules. 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay. — The 
number of post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto shall bo as specified in Columns 2 to 4 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications 
etc. — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating to the said post shall be as speci- 
fied in columns 5 to 13 of the aforesaid Schedule. 


4. Disqualifications. — No person, — . 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriage 

with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 

tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
pcison from the operation of this rale. 

5 Power to relax— Where the Central Government is 
of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do it 
may. by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rales shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and other spe- 
cial catcgones of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard.

Provided that the Central Government, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there arc other grounds for 
doing so, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

?. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class 
or category of persons.

1. These rules may be called Petroleum (. , . .Amendment)

2. fn rule 2 of the Petroleum Rules 1976 (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the said rules) after clause (xii), the following 
clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(xii)(a) “hot work” means any work which involves 
welding, burning, soldering, brazing, sand, blasting, 
chipping by spark producing tools, use of certain 
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power driven tools, non-flameproof electrical equip- 
ment or equipment with internal combustion engines 
and including any other work which is likely to 
produce sufficient heat, capable of igniting inflam- 
mable gases;”. 

3. fn rule 8 of the said rules — 

(a) in sub-rule (1), for the words “fire, welding, hot rivet- 

ing or brazing”, the words “hot work” shall be substi- 
tuted; 

(b) in sub-rule (2), for the words “for a period of three 
months", the words “for a period of at least three 
months" shall be inserted. 

4. In rule 43 of the said rules — 

(a) for clauses (c), (d), (e) and (f), the following clauses 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(c) no person enters a tank or an enclosed space 
which had, or is suspected to have, contained pe- 
troleum without wearing a breathing apparatus 
of a type approved by the Chief Controller unless 
an officer appointed by the Central Government in 
this behalf has examined the tank or space with 
the aid of an approved petroleum vapour testing 
instrument and has been certified by him in writing 
the said tank or space is free from petroleum va- 
pour; 

(d) the vessel does not undergo repair by hot work to 

any of its tanks, parts or fittings which are likely 
to contain petroleum vapour or petroleum unless 
each such tank, part or fitting, as the case may be, 
has been examined by an officer appointed under 
clause (c) with the Hid of an approved petroleum 
vapour testing instrument and has been certified 
by him in writing that the tank, part or fitting is 
free from petroleum vapour or petroleum; 

(e) the vessel used for the carriage of petroleum in 

bulk as a cargo is not taken among other ships or 
to a dry dock unless — 

(i) the vessel is proceeding to an oil berth, or 

(ii) a certificate from an officer appointed under 

clause (c) to the effect that he has examined all 
the tanks, cofferdams, pump rooms and such 
other parts as are deemed necessary with the aid 
of an approved petroleum vapour testing instru- 
ment, and that such tanks, cofferdams, pump 
rooms and other parts are free from- petroleum 
vapour present in other parts of the vessel not 
the best of his knowledge there is no petroleum 
vapour present in other parts of the vossel not 
covered by the above certificate arc produced; 

(f) the officer granting a certificate under clause (c) or 
clause (d) or clause (e) may specify such conditions 
and make such recommendations a.s arc necessary 
to maintain gas free condition of tanks spa.e or 
parts certified;” ; 

(b) clauses (h), (i), (i), and (k) shall be omitted. 

(c) the following Note shall be added at the end, 

namely: — 

"Note:— The port authority concerned shall be the 
authority for the issue of final peimission for 
the purposes of clauses (c), (d) and (e) even though 
Gas Free Certificates have been obtained from 
the Officer concerned under clause (c) of this tule”.

Gazette of India, Part II — Section 3— Sub-Section (i), dated 
the 9th April, 1977 under the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Industiy (Department of Industrial 
Development) (Central Boilers Board) No. G.S.R. 482, dated 
the 19th March, 1977, inviting objections and suggestions 
from all persons likely to be affected thereby till the 13th 
July, 1977; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 13th April, 1977 ; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been re- 
ceived ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 28 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 (5 of 1923), 
the Central Boilers Board hereby makes the following regu- 
lations further to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, 
namely : — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Boiler 
(First Amendment) Regulations, 1978, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, for the Appendix 
1, the following shall be substituted, namely : — 

"APPENDIX J 

Inspection and Testing of Boilers during construction. 

GENERAL 

The Inspecting Authority shall have access to the works 
of the manufacturer at all reasonable times and shall be at 
liberty to inspect during the manufacture of boiler at any 
stage and to reject any part that does no comply with the 
requirements of the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950. Inspection 
shall be made at least at the following stages of construction 
and the manufacturer shall give at least 4 davs notice to the 
Inspecting Authority of reaching the. stages. The stages may 
be combined to suit convenience of the Inspecting Authority. 

I. AT THE STEEL WORKS 

When the billets, plates, angles, bars, skeins or any other 
parts to be used in the construction of the boiler are ready 
for examination and marking off of the mechanical test speci- 
men and before they are cut from the parent plate or plates, 
and when test specimen have been machined and are ready 
for testing. 

II. AT THE PIPE/TUBE MAKFR’S AND FABRICATOR’S 
WORKS 

(a) When the billets or skefps are ready for identification ; 

(b) When the pipes/tubes are ready for examination and 
selection of mechanical test pieces ; 

(c) When the test specimens are ready for testing ; 

(d) When the pipes/tubes are ready for hydraulic test. For 
parts manufactured from tubes/pipes at Fabricator’s works 
cither by manupulation or fabrication as may be required 
by the Inspecting Authority and in all cases of fabrication 
by welding after the weld preparation has been made, the 
components have been assembled and tack welded in position 
for final welding, and hydraulic test after completion of fabri- 
cation. 

111. AT THE BOILER MANUFACTURER’S WORKS 
(1) Water Tube Boilers. 

(A) Fusion welded Drums and Headers 

(B) .Seamless Drums and Headers 

(C) Riveted Drums 

(D) Headers for Water Tube Boilers of Riveted construc- 
tion. 

(E) Tubes and integral piping. 

A. Fusion Welded Drums and Headers : 

(1) When cylindrical shell plates are ready for identifica- 
tion with plate mill certificates at boiler maker’s 
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works and cut to size ready for forming to cyllndi i- 
cal shape. The inspecting authority shall also ldentfiy 
weld test plate material. 

(ii) When the cylindrical shell plates are formed to shape 
with the edges prepat ed for welding and set up in 
leadincss lor commencement of welding. 

(iii) When the Welding of main cylindrical shell is com- 
pleted and the shell checked for circularity. 

(iv) When the radiographs or ultiasonic test records aie 
available for sciutiny. 

(v) When the end-plates are ready for identificalion with 
the mill certificates and cut for the end-shape form- 
ing operation. 

(vi) When the end-plates are formed to shape with weld 
edges prepared and set on to the cylindrical shell in 
readiness for the circumferential welding operation. 

(vii) When the welding of the end-plates to the cylindrical 
shell is complete. 

(viii) When each plain sheir drums or header is prepared 
to receive compensation plates and attachments, and 
a representative number of stand pipes, tubes or 
tube stubs, are set up leady for welding. 

(ix) When all welding on each drum is complete, the 
inspecting authority shall check the record of heat 
treatment and the maiking off, preparation and test- 
ing of specimens from the test plates. 

(x) At hydraulic test, followed by external and internal 
examinations and stamping, On thick drums of high 
caibon or alloy material further non-destructive exa- 
mination shall be done on drum, nozzfe and stub 
welds after stress relief. 

(xi) Any drum having tube holes drilled subsequently to 
the hydraulic test shair be further examined on com- 
pletion of this woik and prior to despa, ch from 
the manufacturer's works. 

B. Seamless Drums and Headers . 

(i) When material is ready for identification with the 
steel makers certificates of manufacture and tc-d, 
also when each cylinder is prepared for forming, 
or welding of separate end closures and to identify 
test plate material. 

(ii) When each plain shell drum or header is picparc to 
receive compensation plates and attachments and a 
representative number of standpipes, tubes or tube 
stubs, are set up ready for welding. 

(iii) When all welding on each drum is complete and the 
radiographs or ultrasonic test rccotds are available 
The inspecting authority shall check the record of 
heat treatment and the marking off, preparation and 
testing of specimens from the test plates. 

(iv) At hydraulic test, followed by external and internal 
examination and stamping. On thick drums of high 
carbon or alloy material further nondestructive exa- 
mination shall be done on drum nozzle and stub 
welds after stress relief. 

(v) Any drum having tube holes drilled subsequently to 
the hydraulic test shall be further examined on com- 
pletion of this work and prior to despatch from the 
manufacturer’s works 

C. Riveted Drums : 

(i) When cylindrical shell plates are ready for identifica- 
tion with plate mill certificates at boiler maker’s 
works and cut to size ready for forming to cylindri- 
cal shape. 

(ii) When the drum shell plates are bent to the circular 
form and drum ends are flanged. 

(iii) When the drum shell and dtum ends arc drilled and 
when rivets are ready for testing. 

(iv ) When the drum seams are in procese of riveting. 
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(v) When the boiler drums are ready for hydraulic test. 

D. Headers for water tube Boilers of Riveted construction : 

(i) When cylindrical shell prates are ready for identifica- 
tion with plate mill ceitificates at boiler maker’s 
works and cut to size ready for forming to cylindri- 
cal shape. 

(ii) When the test ring is ready for stamping and mark- 
ing off of the test specimens for identification and 
before they are cut from header. 

(iii) When the test specimens ate ready for testing, 

(iv) When the header is ready for hydraulic test. 

E. Tubes and integral piping : 

(i) When the tubes arc ready for identification with 
the tube maket’s certificate at the boiler maker’s 
works and a lepresentative number of tubes and 
pipes arc prepared at the ends and set up ready for 
welding. 

(ii) When records of non-destructivo tests on a percentage 
of butt welds is made available and all attachments 
have been welded to the tubes and piping. 

(2 ) Shell Type Boilers 

(a) Welded construction : 

(i) When plates have been received at the boiler maker’s 

works, to compare identification markings with those 
recorded on the steel makers certificate of manufac- 
ture and test and to check the test results furnished 
by the steel makers in respect of mechanical and 
chemical properties, and when the test plates are 
ready for marking for identification before they are 
cut from the patent plate or plates. 

(ii) When drum of shell plates and end-plates have 
been formed with the prate edges prepared for weld- 
ing and when test plates are attached. 

(iii) W'hen the first run has been deposited along with 
rincipal seams and test plates, when these seams 
ave been completed on one side and prepared for 

welding on the other side, and on completion of 
welding. 

(iv) \yhen radiographic or ultrasonic test records are 
available for scrutiny. 

(v) When weld test specimens have been prepared from 
the test plate previously selected, to witness the 
required test. 

(vi) When openings have been prepared, and when stand- 
pipes and similar connections have been tack-welded 
in position and subsequently on completion. 

(vii) On completion of manufacture during hydraulic 
testing and again after testing, to inspect internally 
and externally. 

lb) Riveted construction.

bronze castings etc., arc ready for examination and 
selection of test specimens.

13. B. Testing and certification of semi-killed steel fo r 
which all tests not carried out in a steel plant— Where a 
steel plant has not been able to carry out all the tests required 
under the regulations for testing the semi-killed steel, the 
sxeel plant may supply such steel with a certificate in respect 
of such tests which have not been possible foi them to 
conduct in order to get the steel certified under the tegulations 
and in such a case it is open to the manufac- 
turers to take such steel which has the potentialities of the 
semi-killed steel to any of the independent testing laboratories, 
namely, National Metallurgical Laboratoiy, Jamshedpur, 
Central Mechanical Engineering Research Institute, Durgapur 
and National Test Houses, Alipore or Sewri for conducting the 
remaining tests provided that samples arc drawn in the 
presence of the Inspecting Authority. Such remaining tests 
may also be conducted at the Bharat Heavy Eleitricals Limit- 
ed, Tiruchirapally in respect of plates intended for their use. 

If a certificate of test is furnished by the steel makers in 
respect of tests carried out by them and another certificate is 
furnished in respect of remaining tests conducted by any one 
of the independent testing laboratories or the Bhatat Heavy 
Electricals Limited, Tiruchirapally, the plates should be 
accepted by the Inspecting Auhoritv or the Chief Inspectors 
of Boilers of the States provided all the requirements of the 
regulations are covered by these certificates.”

G. S. R. 204. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Stenographer in the Save Gram Campaign Organisation under the 
Mirfistry Of Agriculture and Irrigation, Department of Food, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement:— (1) These rules may be called the Save Grain Campaign Organisation (Stenographer Giade 
IB) Recruitment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette.

2, Number of posts, its classification and scale of pay: — The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 
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3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. —The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters rela- 
ting to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 1 3 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age limt prescribed for direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued from time to time by the Central 
Government. 

4. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

5. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.
